Everything possible will be done 
to establish a compulsory 
handling of the 
1923 crop in Alberta declared Premier 
Greenfield in' a declaration before the 
annual convention of the United 
Farmers in Calgary last Tuesday. 

| The Alberta Government he stated 
was prepared to pass the necessary 
order-in-council extending the wheat 
board legislation for another year 
and was also prepared, together with 
the other prairie provinces, to ask an 
j extension of the federal legislation. 

Prmier Greenfield made it plain, to 
the convention, however, that he was 
opposed to the compulsory wheat 
board as a penmianent polcy, and be¬ 
lieved that the problem of marketing 
of grain, and alsa of livestock would 
be solved by some plan of voluntary 
co-operation. 

Later on, the convention passed a 
resolution favoring an all Alberta 
wheat board, for the marketing of 
wheat from this province via the Pac¬ 
ific port should the wheat board first 
proposed fail of operation.

FROM THE DAILY PRESS 

The warning uttered by Hon. J. E. 
Brow'nlee. attorney general that the 
credit of the province of Alberta 
would be endangered, deterred the 
convention from passing a resolution 
favoring the extension of the Drough 
Relief Act to cover the northern part 
of the province.

A note of optimism was injeceted 
into the convention which had been 
talking of the millions of fartmier in¬ 
debtedness and the impossiblity of the 
farmers paying out. by Hon. Mrs 
Irene Parlby, minister without port¬ 
folio in the Greenfield government. 
She urged that the farmers buck up 
and look forward to the next year with 
optimism, determined to do better for 
themselves. It was an encouraging 
address.

A resolution favoring the establish¬ 
ment of a provincial bank was passed 
almost unanimously.
